As Others See Us, 

Of tho Provincial Government nnd its 
preEont attitudo how aptly might it be 
Hftid in tho practical and incisive words 
of Eobie Burns, — 

"Ol would some power tho glftie glo u». 
To eoo oursol's us lthers boo Ufl." 

In this community are to he found 
those who, pluming thomselves upon 
their superior wisdom and prescience, 
insisted that an appeal to the Queer, 
would operate on Mr. Mackenzie much 
as Crocket'3 terrible rifle did upon the 
"coons" of that time; or, at anyrate, 
Downing street thunder would bring 
him down from his high hesre. It will 
he observed fiom articles which have 
appeared in the "Globe" and other 
organs of Ministerial thought and 
policy that the appeal to the Queen has 
in no way disturbed the equilibrium 
of the Dominion Government. When 
the "Globe" first heard of tho appeal 
it was incredulous. "Wo can hardly 
believe that Mr. Walkern will commit 
such an act of folly." Why "an act 
of folly?" Becauso Her Majesty's 
Colonial Minister could not recom- 
mend the fulfillment of an impossible 
bargain. If he interfered at alljthinks 
our Ontario contemporary, it would 
doubtless he to advise a friendly ar- 
rangement, oiactly what Mr. Macken- 
zie proflered, but Columbia rejected 
in a not very gentlemanly way; and it 
hits the nail on the head when it says 
that it did not suit tho Columbia Min- 
isters to appeal to the people. The 
result of the appeal to tho Queen the 
"Globe" sums up thus: It will give 
Ministers more time, and secure for 
some of them a pleasant trip; 
and it conclueds: "Tho people 
will get tired of Bnch poor tactics, how- 
ever." This is, it must be admitted, a 
oool, philosophical view to take of the 
matter, and it cau hardly fail to take lo- 
cal expectation down a peg. And yet, it 
ii precisely the view tnkon by this jour- 
nal at the time, as a glance at our iiles 
will 8ho w. An article whichappeared on the 
same day in an Ottawa journal, shows 
singular identity of view and conclusion. 
The Ottawa journalist discovers in the 
Btep evidonoe of that madness which 
goo* before destruction. Hero, again, 
tho position is taken that Her Majesty's 
Minister, instead of recommending Canada 
to perform impossibilities, will counsel 
British Columbia to listen to Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's reasonable proposals. That tho 
home authorities would undertake to in- 
sist upon Canada carrying out tho old ob- 
ligation it pronounces not only improb- 
able but impootsible ; and it says it is a 
foregone conclusion that the Columbia 
Government will get no satisfaction at 
London — probably an intimation that 
Canada has acted in a spirit of liberality 
which loaves no ground of complaint. Af- 
ter expressing its belief that tho majority 
of the peoplo of this Province will not 
endorso the ill-advissd action of tho Gov- 
ernment, th« Ottawa organ proceeds to 
touch upon what is tons by far the most 
■erious phase of a truly ludicrous farce. 
1\ will have no effect upon the Govern- 
ment of Canada, but it morally releases 
them from an obligation, and may proba- 
bly indefinitely delay the construction of the 
road. That tho hope expressed by our 
contemporary will be realizod we do not 
entertain a doubt. Tho peoplo in sevoral 
localities have already protested against 
the "insans" action of the local Govern- 
ment, and that the protest will bo general 
seems tolerably certain. In fact, 
it would be little hotter than a slur cast 
upon the intelligence of the people to sug- 
gest tho possibility of their doing any- 
thing else. Let political renegades grati- 
fy their morbid tastes by drawing mo- 
mentary consolation from the columns 
of the Opposition press of Ontario. But 
what, we should be glad to know, has 
British Columbia to ho-pa for from the 
ruins of a demoralized party? Let the 
speeches and votes of last session answer. 
It would no doubt be gratifying to the 
"organs of tho Charter-Hellers," as cer- 
tain of our Proviacial contemporaries 
were so fond of designating the Mail and 
othor journals of that stripe only a few 
wooks ago, to find tho Pacific Province 
pursuing ft policy which it is hoped 
might more or less embarrass Mr. Mae- 
konzio's Administration. But what would 
be fun to them must provo ruin to us; 
and we cannot afford to bocomo the mere 
instrument of rovengo in tho hands of a 
fallen political party on tho othor 
side of the continent at such a price. 
British Columbia will naturally bo 
moro concerned for her own woll- 
being than for mero abstract issuos of 

fmrty strifo about which sho knows hut 
ittlo and possibly cares loss. When sho 
saw, as sho did during tho lato session, 
Sir John Macdonald conveniently shirk- 
ing tho discussion on tho Pacific Eailway, 
and found Dr. Tuppor crying "stinking 
fl«h" over his own catch, no one need fool 
surprised if tike made up her mind to 

"TruHt no future, however pleasant. 
Lot the dead past bury ltd dead; 
Art, net in the living present, 
Heart within and (Soil o'erhesd." 



His Excellency Governor Sir James 
Ferguson, and His Excellency Gover- 
nor DuCano, of Tasmania, with their 
respective suites, have visited the Wai- 
kato 'Districts during the month, nnd 
received apoechea of welcome from th*i 
natives. They also visited tho Lake 
District at Eolomahand. Governor 
Ferguson starts to-day for a tour round 
the northorn districts. 

During the month two destructive 
tires have occurred in Queen street, 
Auckland, whereby twenty-two shops 
and houses were destroyed, and dam- 
age done to tho amount of above $17,- 
000. 

At tho last sales of land in tho Wai- 
kato District the upset price was ex- 
ceeded in some instances to the oxtont 
of 2,000 per cent. 

The census roturus for Auckland 
Provinco for tho year shows the popu- 
lation to bo G8, 500 souls; increase over 
last census, 0,205. 

Thero was a hoavy flood at Weatport 
on Friday and Saturday, the 10th nnd 
11th of April. Cobden street and tho 
wharf wore carried away, two ferry 
punts carried over the bar, and four or 
five acres of the coal quay reserve 
washed away. Several small houses 
were pulled down and romoved. The 
flood is now subsiding. The piles of 
the bridge near Charleston were des- 
troyed on Sunday. 

There was a fearful flood at Grey- 
mouth on April 12th and 13th. It 
rained incessantly for forty hours. The 
whole town was inundated. Tho fine 
stone protection works stood the severe 
test and saved tho town from utter 
destruction. It was tho highest flood 
yet known in Groymouth. The resi- 
dents in the lower pari of the town 
were removed to places of safety. 
Several cottages were swept out to sea, 
but/no othor losses occurred in the town 
except gardens and feuces, whicli were 
destroyed. Several lands Blips on the 
Grey Valloy road occurred, and severe 
damage to tho road and railway works. 
Disastrous news is anticipated from 
tho Grey Yalley. The flood has subsid- 
ed. 

The quantity of spirits made in the 
colony in 1872 was 78,775 gallons, and 
tho portion of the above that went in 
consumption was 51,002 gallons. In 
1878 the homo consumption increased 
to 60,305 gallons, while 82gallons wero 
exported as samples. 

At the close of 1872 there were 129 
breweries in the colony. Tho province 
of Christchurch contained 23, nnd 
Nelson 22. The abovo were tho pro- 
vinces which contained the largest 
number. To show how the number 
of breweries is annually increasing, it 
will be sufficient to state that in 1869 
there were only 88 in the colony; in 
1S70 there wero 103; nnd in 1802 theso 
had increased, as already stated, to 
129. 

There are 2,000 miles of telegraph 
in New Zealand.and over 500 persons 
employed in connection with the tel- 
egraph department. 

The two distilleries in tho colony are 
capable of producing together 150,000 
gallons of spirits per annum. 

The returns of gold for tho month 
from Coromandol and tho Thames is 
8,714 ounces from 0,401 tons of stone. 
Owing to tho dry season there is a fall- 
ing off as compared with tho preceding 
months. 

Gold has bson found at Kai Mai, 
Tauranga. Tho natives have been in- 
terviewed to allow prospecting.

perty and glru it to Tliomus Story. Unless I can find 
seme ground those gontlemen had, 1 ahull sell It to 
tho highest bidder and give, good honest deeds from 
tha Hudson Bay. Hioryuaa got man in with him com- 
bined to cheat me out of uiv property, they may take 
It by foree, but God knows I have made no agreement 
with him; and if mine can be taken from iue no uu-

Thomas Story sworn. — Know defend- 
ant; havo had transactions with the de- 
fendant in reference to land, while he was 
in gaol within the last two years. I pur- 
chased said land; believe I am tho person 
referred to in the card; I beliovo so bo- 
osnse defendant said ns I was walking 
down Governnientstreet on the 27th June, 
inmj hearing, "That is the man that has 
got my property." I havo lived in Victor- 
id 12 years last March. Thoro is no other 
person living in Victoria named Thomas 
Story but myself, that I know of. Mr.

Mr. Elliott, upon tho application of tho 
defence, adjourned tho case until Thurs- 
day at 11:30 , a. m., tho prisoner being 
bound over in the snni of $100 to appear. 



Dominion Dat. — To tho Pacific Pro- 
vince the day is painfully suggestive of 
broken promises and blastod expecta- 
tions, i»nd will not, on that acjount, bo

LAST NIGHTS DISPATCHES. 

Eastern States- 

Boston, Juno 20— The Legislature to- 
day refused to pass a licenso bill over the 
Governor's veto by a voto of 110 tc 93. 

New York, Juno 30 -Cuban nows indi- 
cate more than ever the inability of tho 
authorities to subduo tho insurrection. 
Tho proposed withdrawal of the troops 
from soma of the interior towns tenanted 
by tho Insurgents, is a confession of 
weakness which, addod to daily increas- 
ing financial embarrassment, it is thought 
will compel au early closo of a six yews' 
war. There is an unenrrout rumor that 
Mr. dishing, of Madrid, i.s taking advan- 
tage of tho crisis, to insure peacoon torrns 
which will advance our commorcial and 
political interests. 

New York, Juno 30— Acheenoso.on the 
night of March 20th, attacked a Dutch 
fort, captured it and overwhelmed tho 
garrison. Tho loss of the Dutch is plac- 
ed at 1,000 killed and -100 wounded, a 
great number, being laborers otnployod 
on the fort and colonist's dwellings out- 
side. The ships woro required for tho 
wounded, whom tho Malor chiefs permit- 
ted to be removed from tho shore as muoh 
to embarrass tho navy as to do an act of 
humanity. A letter adds that tiio nows 
of tho complete annihilation of tho Dutch 
expedition is known in official circles at 
Singapore, anil is purposely withheld 
from the press. 

Washington, Juno 30. — A dispatch 
soys, Mr. dishing, U. S. Minister to 
Spain, had made a preemptory demand 
upon the Spanish government for a full 
indemnity for tho Virginius prisoners, 
slaiu by ordor of Gen. Burriel, and for 
consequential damages, Somo authority 
makes Soorotary Pish say that the Ameri- 
can government has mode a prompt de- 
maud, and ono quite as decided and pre- 
omptoryas that made by tho British gov- 
ernment for indemnity for tho livos of 
tho prisoners destroyed and loss to their 
families. 

Europe- 

Paris, Juno 29 — In the committeo of 30 
to-day the constitutional bill moved by 
M. Oassimor Perier was rejectod, 18 to 0. 
No voto was token on the bill submitted 
by M. Lambert do St. Croix. Tho Com- 
mittee decided to draw up a constitu- 
tional bill of its own, and for that pur- 
poso appointed threo Commissioners— 
Messieurs. Ventaveu and Coinpleda, 
Monarchists, and.M. Charles deLacombe, 
Liboral Cousorvativo. This selection 
shows that personal Soptennato has tri- 
umphed, and that neither a Septennial 
Republic nor a Definito Republic havo 
anvthiug to hopo for from the Committee 
of Thirty. 

Iji Patrie says President McMuhon ro- 
oontly declared that ho would not oede 
his authority to anyone for a single day, 
and ho refused to hear of either a Stadt- 
holdorate or Liout. Gonoral of Kingdom. 

London, Juno 29 — In the House of 
Commons this evening Jenkins called at- 
tention to an artiolo in the London 
Standard which doolarod that the policy 
of tho Canadian Government uimod at se- 
cession to tho United States. Ho asked 
Disraoli officially if thoro wore any good 
grounds for charging the Canadian Gov- 
ernment with suoh designs. Disraeli re- 
plied that he did not consider it tho duty 
of Hor Majesty's Government to find 
grounds for allegations contained in an- 
onymous paragraphs in newspapers; but 
ho would stato for the information of the 
hon. gentleman and tho House that the 
relation between the Canadian Dominion 
and tho Imperial Government was most 
cordial and satisfactory. 

One hundred locked-out farm laborers 
started from Nowmarkot to-doy on a pil- 
grimage throughout the agricultural dis- 
tricts, in courso of which thoy will stop 
at tho principal towns and plead their 
cause. Their route lios through Cam- 
bridge, Patten, Bedford, Olnoy, North- 
ampton, Weodon and Coventry to Bir- 
mingham. A largo assemblage of their 
follow laborers witnessed thoir departure 
and cheered them. 

3Tho Russian papers received report of 
very destructive fires at Borditikoy, in 
Volhynia, inhabited mostly by Jews. In 
ono day 000 houses woro burned, and tho 
next day nearly as many more. On tho 
two succeeding days the town was again 
visited by fires and wholo streets wero 
laid in ashes and thousands made home- 
less. 

Tho Popo grows weaker daily and sev- 
eral foroign representatives havo notified 
their governments to that effect. 

Berlin - , Juno 29. — Princess Doubril, 
wife of the Russian Ambassador to this 
country, was drowned at Potzdam yoster- 
day. 

Tho North German Gazette in an article 
hoadod, "Fresh complications in Asia," 
says, "Caravans arriving from Central 
Asia bring reports that Yanko ab Boy is 
arming against Russia." It is beliovod 
that ho is prompted to do this by an agent 
of Great Britain; also, by tho possibility 
of a collision between Russia and China. 



A Womak Instantly Stuuck Ddmb. — 
Tho Leavenworth, Kansas, "Times," 
of the 23d instant, relates the follow- 
ing: "A remarkable occurrence took 
placo at Salt Creek Valley tiny beforo 
yosterday. Mrs. Clmpmnn, wife of 
Samuel Chapman, of Ploasant llidge, 
went into the pasture adjoining the 
houso for tho purpose of catching a 
horse which sho clesiro to drive to town 
with. In less than half an hour she 
was seen making her way bnck,wnving 
her arms above her head, aEd making 
all sorts of ludicrous gesturos. Her 
husband, who was standing on tho 
porch, thought it was remarkably 
strange that his wife, ordinarily bo 
staid and dignified, should ba acting 
bo stnuigoly, but took no further no- 
tice of her, supposing that sho was 
making fun of him. But when she 
finally reached the house, a very seri- 
ous matter was do vol oped, and all the 
strango actions fully explained. The 
woman had by somo unaccountable 
means, been struck speechless, and has 
not, up to last accounts, boen ablo to 
sponk a word or make known tho cause 
of her misfortune. It is tho goneral 
opinion that tho Bpoll was either 
brought on by a fit, or somo terrible 
fright which the woman received while 
in the pasture, and the nature of which 
her friends havo as yet been unable to 
loarn."
